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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/29/2010 has been entered. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6 and 14-17 , drawn to a device/method comprising a through 
extension wiring completely filling a through-hole and extending at a predetermined 
distance from said hole, and further comprising at least one conductive bump at a 
position other than where said through-hole is opened. 

Group II, claim(s) 7, 8 and 10-13 , drawn to a device/method comprising a through 
wiring completely filling a though-hole and first and second reroute wirings, in contact 
with exposed portions of said through wiring, and extending at a predetermined distance 
from said hole, and further comprising at least one conductive bump at a position other 
than where said through-hole is opened. 
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3. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

a. Groups I and II lack unity of invention because even though the inventions 
of these groups require the technical features of: 

i. A through wiring completely filling a through-hole. 

ii. At least one conductive bump at a position other than where said 
through-hole is opened. 

This technical feature is not a special technical feature as it does not make a 
contribution over the prior art in view of Rigg et al. (hereinafter "Rigg", US 
2005/0104228 A1). Rigg discloses: 

iii. A through wiring (376) completely filling a through-hole (364) (Fig. 
3G, [0039]). 

iv. At least one conductive bump (384) at a position other than where 
said through-hole (364) is opened (Fig. 3G, [0039]) 

Therefore, since Rigg discloses the common technical features of Groups I and II 
as addressed above, the inventions of Group I and II lack unity of invention. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
